It’s not only accidents that 
take men off Albany streets. 


When a prisoner is in custody of 
the force, a man must escort him 
in court until 
the case is disposed of. 

In addition, a policeman is of- 
ten involved transporting prison- 
ers to the county jail. If the pris- 
oner is a woman, she cannot be 
transported by a lone male, 
therefore a policewoman must 
accompany the patrolman, Wom- 
en prisoners are taken to Santa 
Rita near Pleasanton, 

“We have to schedule vacations 
52 weeks of the year,’ Jensen 
said. “Ideally, we should have 
one person on the desk and three 
on the street, but there’s usually 
someone having a day off or a 
vacation.” 

Statistically, the department 
had -a total of 9,994 public con- 
tacts in 1960. The breakdown: 
5,024 calls, 261 arrests, and 4,709 
traffic citations. Police vehicles 
traveled 120,000 miles in the 
course of the year. 

Last month, they handled 461 
cases, issued 450 traffic citations 
and traveled 13,000 miles on pa- 
trol,

The three hours that I was on 
‘his Indian-peaking island were 
fabulous. There was a short visit 
at the mission school, which 
jacked so much of what we in 
California consider bare essen- 
tials. Classes, largely taught by 
natives, include instruction in 
both Spanish and English. Mrs, 
Ig'esias, a Caucasian native of 
Minnesota, teaches most of the 
English classes. Children attend 
on a voluntary basis and are 
largely from the 20 per’ cent 
Christian element of the predom- 
inantly pagan population of 1500 
on the island who still believe in 
the existence of souls or spirits 
in trees, rocks, etc., the same as 
in man. In 





several Albino children there, 
forming a strong contrast with 
their copper colored companions, 
and learning that Albinism is 
very common throughout all of 


too at seeing, not pink eyes and 
hair that we in this country as- 
sociate with this abnormality, 
but rather blue-eyed, toe-headed 
children with milky, blotchy 
skin. 

Money actually does grow on 
trees in the San Blas Islands. 
Coconuts, as well as money, is 
the medium of exchange in the 


chase cloth, tobacco and a limit- 
ed number of other 
Huge stores of these bartered 
coconuts cover all available space 
in the native stores. 

There was so much to see on 
our fascinating island trip. There 
were the Indian chiefs who were 
presented to us, the girls who 
did some native dances, and the 
medicine men. A visit to the home 
of one of these medicine men dis- 
closed the herbs, the bark of 
trees, the animal grease, the 
leaves, and the coca that are used 
in the superstition practices of 
healing illnesses among the na- 
tives that are laid to the attack 
of evil spirits. 

We went inside several family 
homes where we learned of the 
brides bringing their husbands 
on marriage to their family 
homes and residing in the large 
dirt-floored, windowless 
that were, in most cases, the 
homes of three generations of a 
family, all residing together as 
one unit. Hammocks constitute 
the family beds; cooking is done 
over a perpetually low-burning, 
open fire on the dirt floor, and 
the only lavatory facilities avail- 
able are those provided by the 
adjacent waters of the Caribbean 
Sea, On our visit within one of 
the homes, a woman was prepar- 
ing a gruel with pre-masticated 
corn — yes, the corn is chewed 
by the cook and expectorated in- 
to the liquid that will constitute 
the family dinner. (I didn’t, I 
assure you, stay for the noon- 
day meal.) ‘ 
Then followed short visits to 
the congress, where local men, 
but not women, determine the 
community policies; to the house 
where a native ill with rheuma- 
tism was taking a 30 day bath 
upon orders of the medicine man.
